While I believe that Albany should have good library accommodations, I doubt whether the proposed site for 
the new library builc ling” in front of the Cornell School is even CONVENIENT to the citizens who NOW 
patronize the library located near Santa Fe Ave, and the one in ‘the City Hall.
